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Warwick, East Gate. This ancient entrance into 
the town is surmounted by the Chapel of St. Peter, 
built in the reign of Henry the Sixth. Adjoining the 
Gateway, outside the town, is the house once the 
residence of the poet Walter Savage Landor. 
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
